Tins 
inquiry was not to be construed as ask- 
ing for peace, but only as telling friends 
that before taking so grave a-step on 
their advice the Russian government 
might properly and naturally desire to 
know through those friends how Japan 
regarded peace. .Japan, it is believed in 
government quarters. here, will be re- 
luctant to lay down specific peace condi- 
tions—far more reluctant than at any 
'stage of the war, because preparation 
has been made to carry the campaign to 
Russian territory, take Vladivostok and 
Harbin and then exclude Russia irom 
the Pacific. Unless her high conditions 
are complied with this is a crude ex-

He asserted that there 
were thirty-six inhabitants to the square 
mile in Wisconsin, while in Massachu 
setts the population is 350. He cited 
facts and figures to show that the matter 
should bo left to the commission to de- 
termine, so that no ill considered legisla- 
tion would result. The bill was killed by 
a vote of 15 to 11.

Enumerators Will Commence 


Their Rounds After June 20. 


Believed Population of Racine' Wil1 


R«ach 38,000 and That of tho

When the last census .of Racine city 


and county was taken the population 
was given out at 45,654. In the city it 
was 29,129. This was five years ago. 
The' law requires that the state census 
be token- every -five years and it is.now 
time for tbat work to begin: There is 
great speculation as to how much (he in- 
crease of inhabitants will be over that of 
five years since. There is a beb'ef that 
in the city today there arc 33,000 peo- 
ple and that in the entire county close 
to 50,000. Several wagers have already 
been made on these figures being shown 
when the enumerators complete 
their 


work. 


The taking of the census is provided 


by the revised 'statutes. First a census 
of the population, enrollment of the mil- 
itia, the enumeration of sailors and sol- 
diers, and for the collection of statistics 
of the agricultural, mineral and manu- 
facturing interests of the state, which 
means all counties. 


The county clerk shall have supervis- 


ion over the enumeration of, his county 
and shall transmit the requisite number 
of blanks to each-town, city and village 
clerk within the county, and that is just 
what County Clerk William Bell is busy 
doing at present. 


RIGHTS OF ENUMERATORS. 


The enumeration shall commence on 


June 20, 1005, and shall be completed 
and returned to the county clerks on or 
before August 
1, 1905. Enumerators, 


under tbe law, have the right of admis- 
sion to every dwelling, including, institu- 
tions, in the district, for the purpose of 
obtaining information. There is a, heavy 
penalty for withholding information and 
a person not giving correct answers runs 
a chance of getting into serious trouble.; 
There ara also penalties for any false re- 
turns by the enumerators. The report 
must show whether the people are mar- 
ried, single, widow or widower, white or 
black, or divorced. Occupation, trade or 
profession must be secured.

fowls in the county arc to be enumerat- 
ed, also the total number of dozens of 
eggs produced during the census year 
and the values.

The influence oi Japanese immigration 


is now being experienced and the inter- 
ference with Americnn labor must be 
sooner or later taken in hand. This re- 
striction should not be taken by the Ja- 
panese government illy though there arc 
indications that may be the case if we 
enact exclusion laws expressly aimed at 
the Japanese coolie. One feature of this 
Asiatic labor is one nearly related to 
the Italian padrone system, a system in 
which the police ot our large cities are 
quite often required to interfere with, 
this system being the g«ng and boss sys- 
tem, 
the workers being entirely under 


the complete domination of the boss of 
the gnnjf. 


The late public meetings held on this 


subject express the fear of the Ameri- 
can worker and it is not alone the em- 
ploye that has tukcii a warm interest on 
this rapidly increasing important sub- 
ject. On the Pacific coast the white man 
is being ousted from work on the farms 
and ranches, nnd their successors work 
for such wnge?. and live in such squalor, 
that the white race, employer or employe 
must protect against. 


A writer in a late number of the -Ma- 


chinist, Kussel I. Whislor brings up tho 
matter of Japanese immigration snying 
in (he course of his article: 


'•The gang and the boss system 
are 


hero to be found in the perfection that 
only Asiatic subservience can produce, 
hut it is a subservience intelligently di- 
rected to the control of the labor mar- 
ket, and the mask of docility and indus- 
try is but a thin cnnccnlnfrnt of the 
iimbiUon, the insolence nntl the indolence 
that, underlie it. While a largo number 
of these invaders arc unfitted for any 
labor higher than that of the 
coolie, 


there nre. very many others who use the 
ranch nnd the orchnril only as an np- 
pcnticeship in Americnn customs nnd lan- 
guage and who rapidly throng into the 
cities, there to continue- upon a higher 
.scale nnd in all trtidos the ruinous com- 
petition of which underselling and under- 
bidding is the guiding nnd unvarying 
principle. 
Even the Chinese hns to go 


down before the more perfect organiza- 
tion and the more unscrupulous cunning 
of the Asiatic neighbor. Even the Chi: 
•lose will not lower his standard of living, 
below n certain point, but the Japanese 
knows no limit to his descent. The Ja- 
THinese are displacing the Chinese as sec- 
tion men on the Southern Pacific rail- 
way, and they are invading the machine 
shops, while from the Union Pacific rnil- 
wny a similar talc is being told. 
The 


Consular report on labor in Hawaii tells 
us that a Japanese will live on from S4 
to $C per month, while a Chinese requires 
from ?fl to $11 per month, and a Euro- 
pean from $11 to $13. While such figures 
mav seem to some almost incredible, they 
will be received without astonishment by 
those who know the penury in which a 
Jnpancsc will live so long as he seen that 
nny ultimate beneiit is to 
be gained 


thereby. These rates arc relatively rep- 
resentative of California, where the Chi- 
nese hns also been worsted in this fright- 
ful competition of misery nnd degrada- 
tion.' 


THE MTJKDEBOUS THIRD JIAIU 
The deadly third rail mueli.in evidence 


in sundry accidents should not be per- 
mitted >>y the authorities of any munici- 
pality no matter what tho pica. Of late 
several accidents have been reported, one 
in New York city on the elevated, nnd 
if a. loss of life "in this, score was not re- 
ported, it was because providence did not 
ordain such. 
It seems incredible that 


the law and the authorities should au- 
thorize these murderous third rails safe 
enough unless touched, but murder and 
legal assassination if touched by acci- 
deiit, but the authorities do. In this New 
York affair, says the account; 


•'Good fortune kept the wrecked cars 


free from the heavily charged third rail. 
As1 they, bounded from tlic. track they 


rolled away from the deadly rail and 
settled, down, safely but insecurely, at 
the most distant point possible on the 
narrow trestle."' 
'v .But this th'ir'd rail is not alone confined 
to. elevated roads, it' is.-.wcd on-the; sur- 
face of the ground oind..thc deadly dan- 
ger of this form of electric power is such, 
that it can only be regarded in the light 
that the law authorizes legal.executions 
in case of accidents,or of people in_ any- 
wise coming in contact with the third 
rail. There is not only this third rail 
ever menacing death, but- tho exposed 
live wires evcrywheres in our 
cities. 


Every .wind that blows with 
force 


enough is linble to cnst down. the«e dang- 
ling ends of live wires, and every work- 
man employed aloft is liable to'come in 
contact, with them, and the loss of life 
steadily goes on. 


It is full time the movement looking 


towards the burying of nil electric wires 
under the surface should to'kc much more 
substance and form. There should1 not be 
one exposed pole carrying wires of any 
description, for while it is possible there 
is no great danger in'mere'telegraph 
wires, yet are the poles ever a menace, 
and always a detriment to property own- 
ers and especially residence owners. The 
eminent domain rights kindly bestowed 
upon these overhead pole companies and 
traction companies' should be repealed. 
There never was any justification 
for 


them in the first place, and there never 
was any justification whatever for any 
Wisconsin legislature enacting any such 
law at tbe command of the corporative 
interests, us wns done in the previous ses- 
sion to tins-last. The legislature passed 
nnd the governor signed this eminent do- 
main law and if there is nny virtue in 
the word reform, the law should now 
be repealed. 


But as dangerous as arc nil overhead 


wires and destructive and dangerous to 
property and the fair appearance of our 
streets nnd avenues, the third rail is 
even far more so, in point of real danger 
to human life, and it would seem if the 
law can not aid the victims or their 
friends in collecting damages from the 
corporations involved, the law certainly 
should enable the victims and the suffer- 
ers to collect from the community at 
large. 


JA1*A.N A POWER. 


Japan hns impressed its fighting qual- 


ities upon the great powers of the world 
of which the United States is one of the 
foremost. 
There will be no trying to 


take any advantage of Japan hereafter, 
for the armies nnd the navies of that is- 
land nation hcvo convinced the world 
they are standing on a par with'nny of 
them. There will be due hesitation on 
the part of the European 
powers 
to 


stand in the path, or to resort to devious 
diplomacy to deceive these fighting is- 
londers, and nothing is more certain than 
that Japan is equal in strength to nny 
one nation of the world, considering the 
position it occupies ns to defense. There 
will be no more opening any port of Ja- 
pan to foreign commerce and the oppor- 
tunists will now contend the 
forcible 


opening of Japan to foreign commerce 
by our own Commodore Perry so many 
years ago. wus the opening gun that has 
in all the years finally led up to the dc- 
fent of the Russian armies n,nd navy. 


It is not so clear but that if Russia 


insists upon prolonging the agony that 
it is not within the power of Japan to 
proceed nnd conquer nil of Asiatic Siberia 
even beyond Lake Baikal; it is not so 
uncertain that with the now ascertained 
lack of efficiency of the Russian armies 
nnd incupable generals that Japan might 
not if it so desires be inspired to further 
deeds of valor that may badly shock all 
of Kurone. 


The world has not seen since the days 


of Napoleon on land and Xelson on the 
seu, more brilliant deeds of splendid fight- 
ing with able strategy, than has been 
performed by Japan soldiers and sailors 
within the past year. Our own brilliant 
generals, and ndmirnls, our brave soldiers 
and gallant sailors in a class by them- 
selves, our Fnrniffuts, our Peweys, our 
Grunts, have mude history nnd if ever 
necessary there will be new Deweys, new- 
Grants, new 1'nrraguts, to properly de- 
fend tjieir country. It is not our part to 
commit aggressions, or to undertake to 
revise political maps and therefore we 
can never have any quarrel with Japan, 
but it may ns well be admitted if we 
ever do have cause, we shall hnve our 
full and undivided attention in the game, 
if we are to be successful,

It is to be said that legislative methods 


are. responsible for much of this legis- 
lative evil, or evil following the legis- 
lature. The committee 
system as at 


present arranged ia all our legislatures 
may be so deftly manipulated that citi- 
zens as a rule may tell mighty little 
about measures in progress of considera- 
tion, and that there is not also a certain 
sort of lobbying going on continually 
among the legislators themselves is not 
sayiug too much. Bills are often report- 
ed as killed. Bills are as often reported 
as having been favorably reported, and 
bills reported in various stages, that not 
only confuse the people biit really con- 
fute legislators us well. It-ii a •roll 


known trick to revive a.bill once killed 
and buried. -It is .no new trick for a bill 
once reported in any one of'tlie several 
degrees, and' having the committee's 
password, when appearing, before the 
legislature for final passage -wearing a 
somewhat different- garb. 


Legislative methods might be so ar- 


ranged as to be _much more direct and 
when measures are once reported from 
committees to stay reported ns rendered 
nnd to be so cared for, that any altera- 
tions, omissions or additions made im- 
possible as appearing in the final 
en- 


grossing. 


But by all means control the lobby 


both on the outside and on the inside. 
The offensive lobbyists of eorportitions 
should be compelled to follow. straight 
paths and confine their arguments and 
work 
to legitimate methods. 
There 


should be no devious paths and devices 
to perplex or buy -up legislators. 


OHIO RBI'CBMCAXS.

There are 
thousands of children today being em- 
plovcd in various manners that as a fact 
come in conflict with the child labor lau's 
of the states. These laws make no dis- 
tinctions, no discrimination and child la- 
bor is child Inbor no matter how com- 
paratively easy or Imrd, and whether in 
hard factory conditions nr easy berths ns 
messengers or in pleasant offices. 
But 


since In w.s ns a. rule do not tend to be so 
constructed as to be operative judicious- 
ly, this occasions no surprise. 


FOR THE PERVERSE. 


Can the law interfere to prevent land- 


lords from rejecting families with chil- 
dren. Probably not in the sense of the 
word law. But the communities so high- 
Iv interested can proceed upon lines that 
will compel landlords to take a second 
think. Upon the Hues of the public wel- 
fare the la-K1 may give landlords judg- 
ments for nil damages 
committed 
by 


children and careless parents, or it may 
give landlords right to refuse, when cir- 
cumstances prove the. admission of cer- 
tain families with children, would en- 
tail loss; but as a principle where land- 
lords absolutely refuse to entertain the 
idea of admitting families with children, 
let the law tax such properties nn addi- 
tional amount equal to the rental value 
turned nwnv. 


Among the list of streets set down for 


paving in the next few months docs not 
appear the name of Lake avenue. This 
is one of the oldest avenues in the city, 
and with its extension on the northern 
part, North Chatham street, should have 
been paved the entire length long ago.

question 
of guilt 
or innocence. 


Again it seems the legal codes with their 
form of pleadings make it possible for 
shrewd attorneys to torture the wit- 
nesses, to unfairly denounce their mo- 
tives and to dieredit their testimony, 
nnd through the form of law to often 
n;ake it impossible for witnesses to tell 
their story.

Chicago Teamsters Plaa Con- 


tinuation ol Struggle—More 


to be Involved, 


LOCKODT OJF 8,000 


SEEMS IMMINENT 


Team Owners Association Likely to 


Vote 
Deliveries to Struck 


Houses, 
Which Will 


Force Issue. 


CHICAGO, June 8.—Hope for peace in 


the teamsters' strike was today appar- 
ently abandoned by unionists, and em- 
ployers. 'Tho teamsters have planned to 
continue the fight. President Shea de 
elarcd that a "good square proposition' 
for peace made yesterday was refused 
by the employers: Funds were declared 
to be rolling in for the strikers. The 
usually conservative president of the De- 
partment Store Drivers' union, Peter W. 
Reitz, claimed to voice the conviction of 
the members of that union when he said 
that^it looked like a fight until ivinter. 
The drivers, he said, have made their 
plans in accordance with that view of tho 
situation. 


"It's up to the employers to spread the 


strike. There will be no new peace over- 
tures from us," said President Shea of 
the teamsters. 


"Whenever goods are sent to 
unfair 


houses the union drivers'will quit work." 


TEAM OWNERS DIVIDED, 


Open defiance of leading men of the 


Team Owners' association marked the at- 
titude of the leaders of the teamsters' 
joint council. It was not the intention 
of the Team Owners' association to hold 
a meeting today to decide upon 'action. 
But so acute did the situation appear 
that a number of the employers met in 
Secretary J. T. Cavanaugh's office. Opin- 
ion was divided on the subject of drastic 
measures. Some of the 
conservative 


members of the association held that 
there should be no resort to a lookout 
unless all measures for conciliation fail- 
ed. On the other hand whatever dissen- 
sions in the national executive board of 
the teamsters there may have been, the 
strike leaders seemed to have rallied to- 
day about Leader Shea, who apparently 
was agnin in full sway. 


LOCKOUT OF S,000 EXPECTED. 


A lockout of 8,000 drivers promises to 


be the next decisive development in the 
strike situation. W. T. Rend, chairman, 
of the arbitratio^i committee of the Chi- 
cago Tornn Owners' association, declared 
today that he favored delivery to any 
and all firms. He asserted he would urge 
such action at a special meeting of the 
association tomorrow or next dny and 
also that he proposed to carry out this 
lolicy in his own business. This announce- 
ment is the direct result of a refusal 
by the truck drivers to submit to "arbi- 
tration the question of dealing 
with 


struck firms. 
Such a move, it is said, 


would force employes oT team owners 
into the rank of the strikers. Up'to the 
present iime most of the team owners 
have held out n gainst a lockout and have 
avoided doing business with strike bound 
houses as far ns possible. 


$22,000 TO AID 
TEAMSTERS.
